June Commission Meeting- 
Julie 

- Approved recommendation to eliminate 
CHIP 90 day waiting period. FSSA 
administrative decision.  

- Presentation on Strengthening Indiana’s 
Families project, a federal grant, for 
Madison, Grant, Tipton, and Delaware 
counties to develop family resource 
centers. They will provide concrete 
resources (food), parenting programs, 
support groups. The goal is to provide 
families with a non-stigmatized place to 
go for support.  

- New objective in strategic plan on Fetal 
Alcohol Syndrome. Asked commission to 
figure out how to help kids after the 0-1 
age range.  

- 2 new Youth Commission Members 
are in the process of being appointed. 
Once decision is made, Julie will 
provide content to Zacahary for a  
press release to be written.  

CSG- Juvenile Justice Review  - Press release needs to be revised. Julie 
will work with Kathryn on how to give 
them feedback  

- Julie will be declining their request for a 
press release at their first meeting due 
to a lack of time.  

 

Information Sharing App - App 2.0 launch is coming in the future 
- Julie’s intern is working on the content. 
- DCS uses it the most and FCM training.  
- An issue the app is currently facing is 

awareness.  

- By August 6 the content will be 
finished and should be moved to tech 
process.  

- The updated will be launched at the 
October Commission meeting with a 
demo provided by Julie.  

- When the app is launched, there 
needs to be a push with local agencies 
on how they can use it. Press release 
should include main paragraph and 
then customizable bullet points about 
how specific agencies could utlize the 
app.  
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Pregnancy Promise Program, 
MOM grant- Jim  

- Any pregnant person on Medicaid or 
who qualifies for it, can receive physical 
and mental health care and treatments 
for opioid use disorder. The program 
helps women who are pregnany and for 
12 months after their pregnancy.  

- Launched July 1 
- Family and Social Services Administration 

is working to grow awareness about the 
program and the resources it provides. 
 

 

Indiana’s Build, Learn, Grow:  
Family Scholarships 

- The program is still looking for families to 
enroll. The sign-up is extended through 
March.  

- Families can apply for scholarships to pay 
for childcare or early learning programs. 
There is no income standard. Families 
apply through provider who receives 
money from the state.
